Should  any  hesitation  on  our  part  to  complete  the  Wcllaiid  Cannl,  induce  them  to  establish  a  route,  affbj' 
ding  even  minor  advantages,  Uppei  Canada  must  for  a  greht  length  of  time,  [wrhaps  forever,  be  deprived  W 
tlio  great  benefits  oflcred  by  the  Sninl  Liiwreiico,  one  of  the  gre-it  if  not  Ihe^irtncipiil  outlet  Ol  North  Anjenca. 

The  Legislature  have  heretofore  oflo rod  assistance  to  the  Canal,  but  generally  in  such  sums,  and  on  gnch 
conditions  as  n6t  to  enable  tho  Company  to  proceed  with  so  much  energy  and  certainty  as  to  insure  the  corrt- 
nletion  and  success  of  tho  Work.

this  important  eonimcrcial  ehannt.'i  will  continue  to  receive  puhlic  sup  port,— how  eviilcnt  mui^  it  (Tppenr,  that 
any  attenipt  to  make  the  Locks  of  more  durable  materi  d»  would  havc'_ caused  nn  entire  nnd  (li-tiuArQUS  failure  ! 

Alucli  has  liceii  vaid  of  the  largo  uimiuut  yet  required  by  the  exdmiuatiun  and  estimate  of  Mr.  Wri|;ht  to 
cnnipli  to  the  C'anul.  1  haxe  Inilore  alluded  to  bis  view  of  the  subject,  nnd  his  object  in  th^s  presentin^g  it.  I 
w'lll  now  examine  other  parts  of  his  Report,  and  show  that  n  greater  p«it  of  those'  e.x|)eiuliti>re8  are  to  Ijt  io- 
curred  on  tl.C  Canal,  in  the  event  only  of  certain  conting<;ht  extension  and  improvements,  hot  necessary  for.ita 
innncdiute  ulid  beneficial  use. 

In  the  Supplement  to  the  Report  a  more  dctoilcd  estimate  is  given,  in  which  wc  find  what  is  more  suited  to 
our  situolion. 

'I  he  entire  amount  alsolutely  ncceasnry  is  about  £10,000  for  the  ensuing  year;  of  which  sum  three-fourtba 
are  rtquiied  for  the  liarlxiur  and  rerinui.ent  Work.  In  another  year,  if  thought  expedient,  ho  has  iiointod  out 
some  lliillier  use/ul  permanent  kiiprovements ;  nnd  the  entire  sum  of  £7,.5.'j0  is  named  for  repairing  Locks,  ami 
.Ijuilding  tour  ii'iri.nrs  at  h'm  rtcn  rslimuliun.  It  will  readily  bo  seen,  with  al|  the  profcMsionnl  and  proper  anx- 
ictv  of  Mr.  Wrigiit  that  this  Cnnul  should  ultimately  liecomc  such,  in  its  construction,  as  its  situation  and  great 
piospects  demand,— he  cannot  for  a  moment  ei.fitain  tl>e  thought  that  any  suggtstion  of  future  expenditure, 
upon  ex|edicncy  only,  would  occasion  hesitiuion  in  its  support  He,  therclbre,  in  all  his  statements,  inchidea 
the  ).ev;essarv  expenditure  for  enlargcnient,  ii'  increased  business  shall  require  it      , 

No  purl  of  this  should  be  taken  into  th<;  account  when.the  propriety  of  present  aid  is.nlone  considered  :  When 
thti  Cui  al  shall  require  such  outlay,  there  wiirbe  no  difficulty  in  supplying  it  In  connexion  with  this  part  of 
the  subject,  1  wouki  refer  to  the  Report  of  the  Gonmjis^ioners  :  They  suy,  that  "  tho  greater  part  of  the  sum 
exi.cncied  bv  fiiem  liaa  U-en  applied  in  finishing  the  Canal. rather  than  repuiring  it" 

in  conversation  1  have  heard  it  urged,  by  woy  of  argument  against  hope  for  future  aid,  that  the  expenditure 
of£7,£00,  lot.t  siason,  is  a  criterion  by  wliich  the  annual  outlay  for  repairs  may  be  estimated.  How  does  this 
aL'tee  with  the  declaration  of  the  Comiiiissioners  "  tTiirt  the  greater  part  of  this  money  was  Expended  in  finish- 
ing, latlier  than  repairin-r,  tjie  Canal!"  It  wos  also  then  said,  that  the  income  of  the  Caiiaj  received  during 
•^tlie  benson  should  be  compared  with  such  annual  outlay,  to  teM  its  Msefulncss.  It  requires-a  «icre  exhibition  of  • 
^iucli  declarations,  where  they  can  be  seen  in  connoxiun  with  the  st.teinent  of  fiiets  as  they  »re,  to  show  their  , 
fallacV.  1  Ug  1  !ave  to  re.cr  to  the  at  Count  of  Tolls,  and  the  manner  and  time  of  their  receipt,  to  akw  tha^ 
the  busini'ss  oi'  tho  season  was  broken  ;  and  they  were  but  a  fraction  of  what  would"  have  been  received  if  the 
nnviahtion  had  commenced  early  and  could  jiavc  continued  uninterrupted.  From  this  it  wih  be  seen,  that,  io 
the  n'ontli  oi'  July,  m  >re  than  £il)Ot)  was  received  in  Tolls.  This  is  always  a  month  in  which  there  is  the  leoa 
transport  ition  ;  yet,  even  this  year,  in  which  no  expectuion  could  bo  entertained  that  much  would  be  done, 
with  every  cngancineut  for  the  year  against  theCanal— i.'  each  montfi  had  been  equal  to  the  otio  that  is  coro- 
m..nty*of  thc'loast  consc-quonc^,  tho  income  would  have  exceeded  £8000;  but,  if  the  full  season  had  been 
ciij  )ved,  nvjre  than  £li,000  would  have  been  received,  even  at  the  present  low  rates  of  toll, — which  are, 
for  the  whole  of  this  hrge  Canal,  as  low  as  those  on  the  Burlingtim  Bay  Canal.  It  was  thought  advisable  to 
put  down  ths  Tolls,  for  tho  \  urposc  of  inviting  transportation,  as  low  as  possible.  In  some  in^tinces  they  have 
1)1  ea  placed  unnecessarily  low.  This  is  not  unfavourable  to  the  ultimate  hopes  of  the  Proprietors,  but,  iu  the 
prcM-nt  statuoi" things,  gives  sonrc  plausiliilitv  to  the  statementof  our  opponents.  ^     ■      . 

While  we  are  thas  struggling  with  difficu.ties.— when  even  the  smallest  circumstanoea  are  seized  with  aw- 
ilitv  Ui  embarrass  our  opeintions,— tho  Legislature  is  called  onto  encourage  and  give  additional  strength  to 
oMioslti  >n  1- '•  t'le  incorporation  of  a  monopolizing  Joint  rftock  Land  Transportation  Company,  without  affording 
eJiiial  lati.itie^  t)  the  Canal  Company  or  its  friends.  From  such  competition  there  cannot  ultimately  be  any 
t'lin"  to  fear  uthc  Canal  should  be  supported  so  far  that  the  assurance  of  one  year's  business  may  be  given, 
i'h  "ert'ect,  h.wever,  will  be  injurious  to  the  estimation  of  the- value  of  the  property  until  time  shall  prove  that 
su  h  com-  Pti'ivm  a"ain«t  the  Canal  cannot  be  sustained.

Under  uauxpected  difficulties,  and  tli;  ncccRsily  for  ex)>cnditura  bcynnd  oaMnat  estimates  and  anti:i|>ated 
rosts,  (and  even  without  such  embariassments,)  the  instOQccs  in  wdicli  ^^^nment  uid  has  been  liberally 
j^ivcn  to  worlis  of  this  sort  are  freqd'Mit.  •  '^    , 

On  tho  Coutineut  of  l-'.uropo  they  have  Lem  princifiall^  Government  Works, — while,  ia  England,  thoy 
h'lvo  been  made  by  Joint  Stuck  Coni|Mu'ei,  sometimt.'s  aided  by  the  Government.  In  America  they  have 
hi  eii  made  by  both  tho  State  Goverunient  and  Joint  Stock  (J<)mpanie<i ; — the  I  itt  -r,  in  large  projtiots  when  no* 
ccssary,  aided  by  the  Local  or  State  Govcrniiu'nt.  The  Union  Caiiul  in  Pennsylvonia,  the  earliej.t  attempt  in 
tlic  Statu,  was  very  liberally  «upported  by  publi^r  inuiiificence  ;  n  gimrantoj  of  five  per  cent,  dividend  wns  nmde 
by  the  State  t>  the  Shareholders;  and  St.ito  tfrauts  were  made,  by  wliicli  the  Company  have  realized  more 
tlinii  5U0,U00  dillars.  That  State  has,  within  14  or  15  years,  ^xpcn(le>t  about  20  millions  of  dollars  on  woiks 
of  this  description.  .  The  Chesapeake  and  Uliiu  Canal  CoiiipTiny  has  had  a  largo  Subscription  from  Washington 
City;  and  Capitalihts  in  IloUuiid  have  loaned  to  that  City  onu  million  ofdol.ars.  The  Chesapeake  and  ifela- 
ware  Cai.al,  wirii  lour  LiK-ks  only,  of  the  same  size  of  those  on  the  Wellnnd  Canal,  has  cost  about  £  (ItO.UOO  : 
the  distance  is  10 miles.  The  estimates  for  tiiis  Work  were  as  much  below  the  actual  cosLs  as  ours.  Tho 
public  aided  in  its  completion  ;  and,  when  unaxpocted  difficulties  were  encountered,  this  Msuranco  of  ultimate 
Nafety  enabled  tl.c  Company  to  procure,  on  loan,  what  was  necessary. 

Tjie  Hudson  and  Deliiwun'  ("iinal  \viis  i.l-u>the  work  of  a  Private  Compony-i— a  Boat  Canal  ofsmall  d«fHCii< 
siims,  depending  fur  its  .suppinl  ii|iou  a  uilm'rul  region  only.  In  constructing  that  Connl,  the  cost  also  fur 
exrecded  tlie  rytiriiatis  ;  ami  the  \aluc  of  the  Muck  had  bi'Come  very  much  depreciated  in  mni'ket,  when,  on 
application  to  the  Legislulure  t)f  the  i^tate  of  New  York,  a  loan  of  the  crec'irof  the  Mote  to  the  amount  of 
5  or  800,000  dolluis  was  given  to  the  Company  in  1827  ; — and,  this  First  Loan  being  found  insuftici  'nt,  on  a 
.second  tipplication,  in  18",i0,  Another  Loan,  of  the  same  dcscrip.tion, /or  800,000  dollars  more,  was  made  to 
them,  liy  this  judicious  und  linnly  aid,  the  Canal  was  completed,  and  the  pric ;  of  tho  Stock  increased  to  a 
premium  uIkjvc  the  par  valuer,  instead  of  being,  as  it  was  before,  at  a  great  rliscouut. 

lil  Great  Crituin  als),  the  Fotth  und  Clyde  Canal  was  undertaken  by  n  Priyato  Company  ;  the  Work  was 
abandoned  for  a  lime  for  want  of  I'lmds ;  but  the  Government  rcivivcd  it,  and  aided  iu  its  comph-tion  by  a  grjint, 
sufficient  for  that  purpose,  of  £50,000. 

Wo  .have  indeed  jjeen  aided  ly  tho  Province  in  our  undcrtiiking ;  but  I  would,  with  the  utmost  deferencr, 
aski^^IJasthe  work  been  ti>stcrcd  in  a  way  iu  which  it  could  be  sustainod  to  the  b<!st  advantige  J  Look  at  tlie 
manner  in  which  its  supporters  have  been  assailed  here.  It  has  o.len  been  said,  that  (iovernmcnt  lioa  been 
deceived  in  the  o mount  required  \p  coniplejc  it     This  is  true  ;  and  so  have  the  Private  Shandiolders, 

Ln.th»;  last  representation  in  1831  there  wns  no  such  error.  The  wants  of  the  Company  were  then  freely 
exhibited ;  and,  evi  n  with  the  Jlisadvantagf!  of  the  loss  of  an  entire  year  in  the  use  of  the  Canal  by  a  |  ubiio 
calamity,  that  exhibition  embraced  all  that  was  required.  We  have  spoken  of  the  immense  resources  of  tho 
County,  and  the  gront  importance  of  this  connecting  link  of  communication,  until  it  i»  licard  like  the  repeti- 
tion ol  an  old  tale.  Mr.  Wright  and  the  Commissioners  have  again  drawn  youi^  attention  to  it.  I  shall  not 
trouble  you  with  my  observations  on  this  branch.  I  will  now  take  the  liberty,  with  your  permission,  to  exa- 
mine art  objection  I  have  often  heard  made, — that  these  loans  are  a  load  on  tlie  Province,  niid  im|)air  tho  power 
oi  making  other  important  improvements.  This  is  one  of  those  financial  objections  which  may  be  easily  re- 
futed; but  even  plain  demonstration  is  oi\cn  insufficient  to  convince  of  error.  Unpromising,  however,  as  this 
tosk  is,  the  resources  arc  so  certain  that  I  must  not  piss  it  without  some  examination.  There  is  an  evident 
distinction  between  debts  incurred  by  the  Government  for  iniprovemeats  in  the  Country,  and  such  os  are  lost 
m  the  ordinary  and  extraordinary  expenses  thereof,  where  no  such  object  has  been  obtained.  "This  Iruiim  haa 
been  thus  named,  because,  in  the  reasons  I  have  heard  opposed  to  incurring  a  provincial  debt  fbr«bioct6  of 
improvomonit,  the  two  have  not  been  properly  distinguished.  They  may  Itoth  be  equally  important  to  the 
Country;  but  one  is  a  load  upon  its  resources,  and  the  othor  inorease*  tbem.  Objocte  of  impwvciQOatt  tot 
which  public  expenditure  is  required,  are  also  of  mnny  different  kinds. 

Those  from  which  immediate  income  is  derived,  and  wHich  at  the  same  time  promolo  (bo  gendial  praaperilVi 
are  most  desirable,  and  bear  their  own  recommendation  by  every  conaideration  ofdutv  and  sound  policy.  Yet 
local  interests  and  preferences,  personal  animosities  and  attachments,  oorobined  with  many  others  of  the 
great  variety  4>f  human  motives,  more  frequently  interfere  with  and  embarrass  such  measures,  than  any  other. 
1  heir  very  prospects,  and  certain  beneficial  ofl'JcH,  if  completed,  insure  stronger  combinations  and  more  un- 
r«ui)tted.«ffi>rts  to  defeat  tikBin.    One  of  (he  most  di»bolJcal  and  imidious  passiuM  by  which  our  erring  notura 
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is  curted,  fEnvyO  i»  not  unfrc<iuently  the  foundation  and  mainspring  of  the  most  violent  and  perserering 
cflortg,  thus  made  for  destruction  merely.     Those  who  are  sincerely  desirous  to  promote  useful  public  obpect«, 
wilKout    rpirrird  to  their  origin  or  supporters,   munt   be  closely  watchful    lest   species  sophihfry,   proless.-!

With  rogani 
to  tl>e  value  of  property  above  the  Canal,  it  cannot  surciy  be  necessary  for  inc  to  use  (xrguinent  to  shew  that  a 
ouut,  tfio  i>roduct  of  whoso  farm  is  worth  more  lit  his  own  door  in  consequence  of  tho  diminished  price  of  trans- 
portation, is  thus  far  an  actual  gainer  by  the  improvement,  and  his  (hrm  itsjilf  mom  valuable   in  pru|>ortion  to 
the  wnouut  thus  saved  in  tronsporUition  and  the  product  thereof.     This  i*slill  the  Incipient  and  imporfecl  st^ige. 
I  have  before  sjioken  of  its  tolls.     It  is  impossible^ to  limit  the  amount  of  tmnsportaViun  upon  it  except  by  its  ca- 
pacity to  pass  vessels.     This  is  an  opinion  formed  by  every  person  ncqUainleil  with  tho  exUmt  aiid  resources  of 
the  country.     An  examination  of  the  map  of  the  Trovincc  with  a  knowledge  of  the  climate,  aoil,  rivers  intct,- 
8<«liug  it  every  where,  und  lakes  by  which   it  is  almost  insulated,  is  enough  for  ony  one  open  to  conviction? 
The  uontoniplatod  improvements  on  the  St.  Lawrence  in  point  of  advnntaBc  to  the  country,   arc  secotid  to  no 
other  projecu;  they  are  iutimat';ly  connected  in  routuol  interest  with  tho  Wolland  Canal  and  are  decidedly  links 
of  the  same  chain.     A  very  small  portion  of  the  productions  of  the  country  nml  merchandise  would  pay  nn  inter- 
est in  the  outlay  for  tho  whole  line  of  communication.     I  must  hero  bestow  a  few  words  on  4  .  most  singular  nr- 
ricnt  on  tlie  iise  of  the  Wcllnnd  Cunal  by  American  vessels.    This  '«  nothing  le^a  than  that  such  use  iinpi»irs. 
ialorest  of  the  dnnadiau    FariniM-.     I  have  boforo  said  that  formerly  one  ot  tho  argutnents  used  against  its 
prospective  productivencas  was,  that  tho  Americans  would  never  use  it— but  they  do  use  it,  and  the  ground  is 
now  cbangocl.     An  important  aid  to  the  income  of  the  Canal  is  derived  from  American  industry  and  eutirpriso 
»ndin  an  approach  to  their  own  sL'a|>ort.     Nothing  llml  they  cin-jjrfomcs  in   competition  with  any  nrticio   on 
your  side,  HO  farns  tho  Canal  is  concerned.     Ilowtlien,  I    would  ask,  can  such  an  assortion  he  entitled  to  atiy 
weight  or  c«n  momentary  attention,!     A  vessel  is  cleared  from  the' port  of  Oswego  for  Cleveland  in  Ohio,  hnv- 
ing  on  board  merchandise  and  salt,  ujtd  she  bi  ings  back  n  return  cargo  of  whcnt,.  which  is  grouml  at  the  Oswo- 
gO  Mills,  or  sent  to    New   Yorlc  iu  ^tic  grain.     In  wlmt    way  in  tlio  name  of  rciison  dtioa  this  Use  of   the  Co- 
nal  ttflbct  the  interest  of  t'.io  Caimdian,  «;xa"pt  tli;it  he   and  his  country  iug  benefitted  by  tho  triButo  thus  paid  by 
tbo  Amcricims  for  tup  uie  of  n  c.iiiiur.Jtiicatioii  mi^ic  convenient  tlwn  their  own,  thus  contributing  to  a  return  on 
the  outlay  anil  consequent  advri!il:i!ro  of  tlii!  Piovincc!     If  the  produce  shall  be  destined  for  the  Caimda  Market, 
or  for  the  purpose  of  seinlingaljioad,  the  (;:in;d  ii.is  ir)tliin;j;to  do  with  it  in  any  way,  but  it  is  a  subject  ofcom- 
^mcrcial  rerrulation  entiiX'ly,  and  lU  fllectmay  bo  contaieroially  examined  by  others,  more  beneficially  than  by 
mo  at  tills  limi'. 

I  jlave  thus  pissed  over  in  perhaps  too  hasty  and  desultory  a  manner,  sulyocts  of  importance,  but  the  short- 
ness of  the  time  allotted  prevents  my  jmt^ing  it  in  better  order.  I  will  now  proceed  to  a  brief  cxarnination  of 
three  propositions  which  have  been  presented  for  legislative  consideration,  in  relation  to  the  Wclland  Canal  Com- 
pany and  its  support. 

The  situation  of  tho  Company  has  been  represented.  It  is  now  reqiiisite  that  immediate  measures  should  be 
adopted  to  prepare  tho  Canal  for  early  spring  nivigation.  Hngag;;meuts  for  transportation  will  soon  be  made, 
and  longer  delay  mtiy  lose  a  great  part  of  what  will  otiierwjse  be  sent  through  the  canal. 

■    The  first  Question  is— shall  aid  for  this  work  be  given  by  the  liovornmcnt  to  the  full  extent  of  the  sufti  requi 
red  to  putthe  Canal  in  a  respectablc'situation,  and  restore  the  credit  of  the  Company 

it  is  said  the  Government  have  already  aided  to  an  extent  far  beyond  any  sum  nnticiputod,  and  the  merits  ot 
tho  undert<iking  do  not  warrant  any  further  advance.  . 

Another  ground  taken  in  opposition,  is,  that  the  amount  of  repairs  rocomm  ndcd  by  Mr.  Wright  is  so  large 
that  the  Government  cannot  do  it,  and  that  its  means  are  not  adequate. 

The  whole  amount  required  to  pay  olT  the  debts  of  the  Comimny,  and  put  the  Canal  in  a  complete  state  for 
use  the  next  season,  will  be  somewhat  less  than  £!)0,000. 

The  Government  nnd  individuals  are  stockholders  in  a  Joint  concern.  Tho  Government  has  had  its  stock 
represented  in  the  manoKmcnt  of  the  concerns  of  tho  Company  by  Directors  of  its  own  appointment.  Every 
measure  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  has  had  the  apprdbation  of  the  Government  Directors.  Inileed,  thCVo 
is  great  satisfation   in    being  able  to  make   the  assertion,  that  no  Board  of  Directors  in  any  Company  have  ap- 

Siared  to  mo  to  act  with  greater  attention  to  the  interests  entrusted  to  them,  and  with  more  unanimity,  than  the 
irectors  of  the  Welland  Canal  Company,  amidst  all  their  discouragements  and  troubles. 

The  Government  has  always  been  satisfied  with  the  course  pursued  by  its  Directors.  When  tho  accounts  of 
llie  Company  have  been  exhibited  and  examined  by  Committees  of  the  Commons  House  of  Assembly,  their  Re- 
ports have  always  expressed  satisfaction  with  them,  and  been  received.  The  Province  has  advanced  large  sums 
on  loan  to  promote  the  work,  nnd  holds  the  Canal  for  such  loans.    ''  '         * 

The  private  stockholders  can  never  expect  to  receive  '<<ny  interest  on  their  Ktock,'  until  these  loans  arc  fully 
provided  for.  If  they  had  means  to  aid  by  loans,  they  conld  riot  do  it  except  on  the  foundation  of  a  subsequent 
Ifen,  which  might  be  endangered  by  the  prior  claims  of  the  Government. 

The  greatest  portion  of  private  stock  is  held  by  a  few  persons  whose  means  have  been  cxhaustsd  by  investing 
their  property  in  the  stock,  and  they  are  of  course  unable  to  aid  any  further. 
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'  Tta  intertrt  of  the  government  is  great  in  the  work,— I  have  shown  that  it  hoa  abundantjrtoan«--and  (torn 
all  IhoM  considerations  it  appcors  to  mo  olmost  necessarily  to  follow,  thol  cither  in  its  Government  charocter,  to 
nutain  a  work  of  such  importance,  or  as  Joint  proprietor  of  stock  and  partner  with  a  prior  lieh  on  the  property 
that  effectually  shuts  out  the  hope  of  aid  from  any  other  quarter,  it  would  not  be  proper  witfi  a  due  regard  to 
Bublic  faith  to  suffer  the  Company  to  die,  nnjl  then  claim  the  forfeited  property.  Our  case  is  however  stronger 
than  is  above  represented.  That  would  bo  a  parallel  case  of  common  partners  with  oquol  pro|^rtionol  partjclpo- 
Uon  in  the  profits  j  ond  yet  the  portner  who  had  meons  and  refused  to  aid  in  such  an  emergency,  with  tl^ex- 
oectation  of  advantngo  from  the  embarrassment,  could  scarcely  hope  to  retain  a  character  fojr  integrity.  Hare 
.  however  the  GovernWnt  has  all  the  profit,  ond  until  the  nctt  dividend  shall  exceed  the  inteifcst  of  the  deM  and 
he  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  principal,  tho  Shareholders  sustain  all  the  l(>ss.— The  improve- 
nMnt  is  in  the  lond— An  immense  population  and  millions  of  wealth  will  bo  added,  and  tho  revenues  of  the  Piy- 
Since Krcatly  increased;  yet  tho  sUrcholdors must  wait,  and  perhaps  loose  all  while  the  public  is  reaping ita 
full  harvest.  This  is  notan  imaginary  reproscntation—it  is  strictly  true,  ond  if  it  shall  be  deemed  proper  to  act 
•  UDon  this  proposition  only,  I  cannot  ovoid  feeling  a  perfect  confidence  that  the  requisite  aid  will  be  granted. 
There  irh^wever,  on  opinion  very  prevolent  thkt  it  would  bo  better  that  tho  Government  should  own  this 
Koot  Chonnel  for  Commercial  Intercourse.  I  entertain  no  apprehensions  of  tho  intrinsic  voluo  of  the  Stocli, 
if  we  can  once  be  placed  on  a  fooling  to  provide  against  ony  contingencies,  and  bo  enabled  to  givp  assurance 
that  the  Canal  shall  be  kept  in  good  order  for  a  single  season.  r  .i.    •  .  •    •       i  -  „f  .k»  nron-^ 

None  of  the  accidents  which  have  occurred  have  lessoned  my  ideos  of  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  proper^. 
I  know  tho  Country  by  which  it  will  bo  supiwrtcd ;  and  the  result  is  inevitable.  During  the  last  season  the 
Commissioners  addressed  letters  to  tho  different  Shareholders,  with  a  request  «\«n';7/^^"  *'»'»^'7  *»•?>;  . 
would  sell  their  Stock?— All  with  whom  I  am  acquainted  preferred  that  an  offer  should  be  made,  if  it  was  the 
wish  of  Government  to  possess  tho  Candl.  Thpy  have  never  considered  it  jirorth  less  than  what  it  cost,  in- 
cludinir  interest  1  have  also  seen  two  letters  from  Shareholders  in  England,— one  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Blacow 
of  Liviroool.  who  appears  well  acquainted  with  tho  Canal  and  its  reasonable  prospccta,  and  Evidently  possesses 
a  degreed  accurate  topographical  intelligence,  which,  for  tho  proper  cptimation  of  i|a  value  to  the  Proprietora 
and  the  Country,  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  see  more  generally  diffused  oven  here. 

The  other  is  from  Messrs.  Bosnnquot,  Pitt,  and  Company,  Both  lutWrs  hold  tho  Property  in  greater  eSU- 
mationthan  some  of  our  Shareholders,  but  not  higher  than  I  do.  I  hoiM3  Mr.  Merritt,  to  whom  hese  letters 
have  been  addressed,  may  feel  himself  at  liberty  to  submit  such  portions  of  them  as  are  opplicable.  On  this 
subiect  I  have  hothing  further  to  say  :  It  is  a  measure  resting  with  Parliament.  If  no  sufficient  aid  bo  furnished 
on  such  terms  as  the  Company  can  take,  it  appears  to  me  reosonable  that  arrangements  should  be  made  to 
purehoseout  asufficient  amount  of  Stock,— to  vest  in  tho  Government  a  control  of  the  Work.  ..      .   „* 

If.  however,  a  state  of  feeling  shall  exist,  which  cnnnov  consider  tho  resources  of  tho  Country,  and  the  abun- 
dant  means  it  possesses  to  aid  or  purchase,  in  the  light  I  have  endeavoured  to  present  it,-I  would  then  submit, 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Directors  to  offer  security  on  an  unincumbered  Connl,  thot  the  Government  re- 
linquish  its  interest  therein  on  condition  that  tho  Stockhohkrs  put  the  Canal  in  good  order,  and  keep  it  so.  1 
would  not  name  this  proposition,  if  some  genUemen  had  not  informed  me  that  many  members  thought  th^ 

*  measure  preferable  to  any  other.  '  \
